Croatian student seeking 
assistance 

A former exchange student in our area, 

Matija Bozicevic, is studying Hospitality Management 
in Dubrovnic at a two year college. He was chosen for 
a special program and is currently working as an 
intern in a Colorado hotel. Before he left the USA 
he was accepted at San Jose State University and at 
Menlo College. He wasn't able to take advantage of 
these opportunities because of a lack of funds. 
Scholarships for international students are few and 
difficult to find. He hasn’t given up his dream of 
being able to complete his education here where the 
educational opportunities and experience in his field are 
optimal. He needs financial assistance in the form of a 
scholarship, grant, or loan to be able to transfer to a four 
year college. Right now he’s in the process of reapplying 
and finding out about requirements and costs for 
transfering.
